History of System. 


In his report for the board of edu- | 
eation, Mr. Hancock offered as a pref- 
| ace a brief history of the school sys- 
tem, which he said was organized in 
| 1872, at the start of the reconstruc: | 
tion period. The many difficulties | 
in establishing the system were out 
lined as well as the various changes 
the system has undergone during the 
vears of its existence, both through 
change in. governmental policy and 
through improvements in general as 
advanced by scientists and educators. 

Mr. Hancock also detailed five sur- 

_veys of the system which have been 
conducted for the public interest. 
He summarized the results of these | 
surveys as follows: 
“From these surveyse as well as 
'from recent financial! data available, 
it is apparent that Atlanta ranks 
approximately, 

“Nine per cent above the average 
in per capita wealth. 

“Forty-eight per cent below’ the 
average in per capita bonded debt. 


Low Tax Rate. 


“Twenty-seven per cent below the 
average in taxes paid (Atlanta's rate 
being the lowest of any city of its 
size in the United States). 

“Thirty-one per cent below 
average in school expenses. 

“Five per cent below the average | 
in proportion of income to school ex- 
penses. 

“That average per pupil cost for | 
current: expenditures in 35 cities of | 
‘over 100,000 population is $113.69) 
'as against Atlanta’s $60 per pupil. 

“Kach of these surveys indicated 
that the great needs in the Atlanta 
school system were three: 

“(a) <A continuity of policy. 

“(b) <A board of education elected 
by all the people and responsible to 
‘all the people, with full power with- 
in definite limits, to operate its pub- 
lic school system. 

“(c) The need of adequate finan- 
cial support.” 

Unique Problem. ‘ 

Atlanta has a_ school problem 
unique, Mr. Hancock continue. 
When the system first was organized 
it was tie plan to provide schools 
for any community which showed 
that it had enough pupils to warrant 
the establishment of an educational 
|unit. Consequently, he said, schools 
were erected close together, with no 
idea of geographical location, a num- 
ber of hem being huddled closely to- 
gether and others widely scattered, so 
that at the present day they were 
not at all laid out as they should be. 

The Hane.ck report also pointed 
out that since 1920, though the ex- 
penses for the city’s schools have in-! 
‘creased only slightly, the system has | 
(branched out materially. More stu- 
dents have been added and an extra 
weizht thrown on each teacher, until 
now each teacher was carrying a far 
greater load than was considered 
proper to obtain the desired results. 

No Salary Increases. 

“We are not allowed to increase 
our teachers’ salaries now, 
theugh they nd their work merit | 
it.” the report said. “We have not. 
the funds. Everything is waiting for | 
improved finances.” 

The report continued : | 

“In presenting the needs of the} 
schools, another phase of the matter 
should be considered by this commit: | 
tee. That is, the number of children 
attending the public schools in At- 
lanta as comyared to the number at- 
tending in other cities of our size in 
the nation. For example, Birming- 
(ham claims approximately the same 
| population as Atlanta, but enrolls in 
the public schools 10,000 less children 
than Atlanta. New Orleans. with a 
population of 150,000 to 200,000 in 
excess of Atlanta, enrolls in her pub- 
lic schools just a few more children 
than the eity of Atlanta. In New 
Orleans, for example. it takes 8.4 peo- 
ple to send one child to the public 
schools, whereas in Atlanta it takes; 
4.4 people to send one child to public 
school, | 


“Many people think that Atlanta's} 
expenditure for public schools is} 
high. Our aggregate expenditure 
may seem large. but our per pupil 
cost is small. The popularity of At- 
lanta’s public schools has embarrassed 
us. If g large proportion of the chil- 
dren in Atlanta attended parochial, 
private and denominational schools, 
as they de in other cities, Atlanta’s ! 
expense for operating her  publie 
schools would.be much lower. For 
example, in a’ bulletin just prepared |!

Memphis, Tenn., February 20,—(?) 
J. K. Melton, Chicago research engi- 
neer, told the national drainage con- 
gress here tonight that with the com- 
pletion of the $325,000,000 federal 
flood control program, large land areas 


in the Mississippi valley that now are 
unprofitably operated, will be divided 
into 40-acre farms, intensively culti- 
vated by an inrush of farmers. 

Millions of acres now practically 
worthless will be converted into the 
nation’s most valuable soil, he declared. 
Silt deposited in the valley by tribu- 
taries over thousands of years has 
made the region even more fertile than 
the Nile valley. he said. 

“The Mississippi valley is as far 
ahead of the Nile valley as a 1.000- 
acre plantation is ahead of a home 
garden in productive capacity,’ Mr. 
Melton declared. 

The reclamation of Illinois Swamp 
lands and the purification of the lesser 
streams of that state were described 
by W. G. Potter, state drainage en- 
gineer and waterways expert of Chi- 
cago. 

“State regulation of streams has 
freed them of noxious untreated sew- 
age, eradicated mosquitoes and ma- 
taria, and turned marshes into valuable 
property,” he said.

The Mexico City newspapers, Fx- 
eelsior, El Universal and La Jl’rensa, 
were mentioned specifically in the 
warning, which was conveved to the 
papers today .n the ferm of a state- 
ment signed by Senor Canales, “by 
decision of the president.” 

The specific act held against the 
three papers was the = publication 
‘Tuesday morning of the statement of 
Biskop Miguel de la Mora, on San 
Luis Potosi, in which the bishop de- 
nied that the Catholic clergy had any- 
thing to do with. subversive move- 
ments in Jalisco, or with such acts 
of violence «: the bombing of the 
presidential train February 10. 

It is stated also that the newspa- 
pers have overstepped the bounds of 
liberty allowed them by the govern- 
ment on several occasions.
